She 
lived through the recent earth­ 
quakes that caused death and 
destruction in that C entral 
American sector. Miss Hineinan 
is a I960 graduate of Milroy 
High School. She has also taught 
at Whiteland and in Mexico 
before leaving last September 
for her post in the ill-fated 
Ouatemala. Here are a pair of 


accounts she has sent home 
concerning the recent tragedy. 
February 4. 1976 
3:05AM 
Guatemala City 
It was a delightful dream , and 
I was warm and oblivious to 
everything else 
But suddenly 
my heavenly dream changed to 
an earthly nightmare. For I was 
abruptly jarred awake by a 
creaking, groaning, rumbling 
noise 
Then I felt the house 
shaking and moving The street 
lights flashed on and off And 
immediately I knew that this 
was an earthquake! 


Throwing hack the covers, I 
rolled out of bed. I was on the 
floor, craw ling, with solid 
cement walls and roof creaking 
all around me and the floor 
moving backwards and 
for 
wards 
Finally, I stumbled to my feet, 
hanging 
onto 
chairs 
and 
dressers to stay afoot. 
The 
doorway was my goal, and there 
I stood for the rest of the 45- 
seconds, 5.1 type earthquake. 
Quickly 
dressing, 
my 
housemate, Carolyn, and I ran 
outside There I saw cars being 


pulled out from under carports 
lo the streets in front of the 
houses Mine soon joined them 
I hen 
grabbing 
pillow s, 
blankets, water, food, money, 
tourist papers, and a few other 
essentials, Carolyn and I settled 
down for the rest of the night’s 
vigil in my car. She in the back 
seat with her frightened four- 
month-old puppy, Scampy, and I 
in the front with all the candles 
from the house 
Iremor followed tremor for 
the rest of the night and on into 
the day as now the volcanoes, 


Agua, P acay a, and Fuego, 
becam e upset. 
Fuego was 
puffing away, with the smoke 
and haze becoming so bad that 
by noon it was impossible to see 
any of the volcanoes. 
Landslides blocked many 
roads, and tidal waves were also 
reported although they were 
supposed to be in other parts of 
the earthquake-struck Central 
American countries. 
All 
over 
Guatemala 
City, 
adobe 
houses 
were 
leveled. 
Many windows—broken; walls 
surrounding 
a 
person's 


property- fallen; 
pavements, 
houses, and bridges—cracked; 
tall g ra n a rie s—toppled; and 
parts of many 
buildings— 
crumbled. 
There was no electicity or 
water, although this afternoon 
some parts of the city did 
receive electrical power. 
Telephone use was practically 
non-existent as the government 
wanted 
it 
left 
open 
for 
emergency use only. 
Hospitals quickly filled and 
spilled out into the yards, and 
sirens screamed on into the Lay. 


Humors ran wild as to the 
severity of the quake, the places 
it hit, and what to do for 
protection 
Radios told people to stay at 
home together, but ouf of their 
houses for twenty-four hours. 
I’m writing this in our front 
room, 
and 
Scam py—still 
frightened of loud, ab ru p t 
noises—is at my feet Where I or 
Carolyn go, she does, too. 
What most of the missionaries 
are doing today is checking on 
each other,

Fifteen Cents 
Lack Of Mosquito 
Control Panned 


SOUTH BEND, Ind (UPI) — 
“ Indiana officials kept score 
and prayed for snow,” in the 
nation’s worst encephalitis epi­ 
demic last year, because they 
neglected mosquito control, an 
expert here charged. 
Indiana led the nation with 
304 confirmed cases of enceph­ 
alitis, many suspected cases 
and about 20 deaths — the 
highest per capita incidence in 
the country, George B Craig 
Jr., a world-recognized mos­ 
quito expert at the University 
of Notre Dame, said. 
“The official Indiana attitude 
seems to be that encephalitis is 
a plague rained on us by God 
and we should bow our heads 
and accept it. In our neighbor­ 
ing states, Illinois and Ohio, 
there seem to be significant 
debates on which anti mosquito 
techniques to use for encephili- 
tis control Here we don’t even 
debate whether control should 
be 
attempted. 
While 
other 


states were conducting active 
disease-control campaigns, In­ 
diana officials kept score and 
prayed for snow,” Craig said. 
He lambasted Indiana offi­ 
cials in a news release. Craig 
heads the university’s Vector 
Biology Laboratory. 
Indiana is one of only 12 
states in the country without 
organized 
mosquito 
control, 
Craig said. He said such control 
is 
the 
only 
prevention 
for 
mosquito-borne encephalitis. 
Every few years since he 
joined the university in 1957 he 
has written the state Public 
Health 
Department a 
letter 
urging 
establishment 
of 
an 
encephalitis virus laboratory. 
Usually he got no answer, he 
said He knew an epidemic was 
coming sooner or later, but did 
not anticipate the 1975 epide­ 
mic, Craig said.

no response to a request sent 
him by the Indiana Academy of

has become a rerun of the 
longer sessions. 
Richardson also despaired at 
the current actions of the House 
of Representatives which is now 
controlled by the Democratic 
party. They presented many 
bills which would cut taxes but 
at the sam e time projected to 
spend a great deal of money for 
special lobby group projects. To 
balance this situation, new 
taxes 
would 
have 
been 
necessary, he said. Richardson 
stated that the Republican 
group has held this situation in 
check. 
When the session was opened 
to questions, Chief of Police 
Robert Miller asked about the 
condition of the police and fire 
pension program 
Richardson 
said that the program will have 
to wait until the budget com­ 
m ittee sets the am ount of 
funding available 
If changes

Boston P olice C om m issioner 
Robert DiG razia said betw een 40 and 50 police of­ 
ficers w ere injured in the clash in a well-planned 
attack by about 2,000 persons coordinated by citizen- 
band radios. 


Anti-Busing Rally Turns Violent 
Radio-Coordinated Clash

have called in federal officials 
to investigate what authorities 
described as a radio-coordinat­ 
ed attack on officers at an 
antibusing rally. 
Police Commissioner Robert 
diGrazia said between 40 and 50 
officers w ere injured in the 
disturbance Sunday. The com­ 
missioner said the attack was 
coordinated over citizens’ band 
radio and was “an obvious 
conspiracy” by “an element of 
hoodlums.” 
A "Fathers March’’ against 
the court-ordered desegregation 


of Boston schools converged on 
South 
Boston 
High 
School 
Sunday 
afternoon. 
Police 
moved in because the demon­ 
strators violated their marching 
permit and were met with 
opposition, officials said. 
Rocks, bottles and tear gas 
were thrown 
at police and 
several cars were overturned, 
diGrazia said. He estimated the 
number of protesters at about 
2,000. 
The m archers’ activities were 
coordinated over citizens’ band 
channel five, using code words 
including, 
‘‘iron, 
resist, 


Charlestown base, and m us­ 
ket," diGrazia said.

attorneys 
hoped today a personal visit to 
two “safe houses” would help 
convince jurors in her bank 
robbery trial that she was a 
brainwash victim. 
Miss Hearst herself was to 
join U.S. District Judge Oliver 
Carter, the jury and attorneys 
for both sides this on a visit to 
a Symbionese Liberation Army 
hideout in nearby Daly City and 
another one 
mile from 
the 
federal building where she is on 
trial. 
There 
was 
no 
testimony 
because today was the observ 
ance of Washington's birthday. 
Tuesday, Miss Hearst will 
resume her testimony on what 
happened after her Feb 4, 1974. 
abduction In a surprise move, 
she took the stand Friday as 
her attorneys began presenting 
their case For the first time 
she outlined the techniques of 
her captors 
The jury later will visit the 
neighborhood bank where the 
SIU,boo bank robbery took place 
in April, 1974. 
Federal and police agencies 
set up tight security for the 
jury’s trip in the aftermath of a 
New 
World Liberation Front 
bombing 
Thursday 
at 
the 
Hearst Castle in San Simeon 
The front demanded $250,000 tor 
the defense fund of two SLA 
members awaiting trial in lx>s 
Angeles 


The front gave Miss H earst’s 
father, Randolph Hearst, presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner, and her mother, 
Catherine, 48 hours to come up 
with the money for William 
Harris and his wife, Emily. If 
the demand is ignored, the 
terrorist group promised more 
acts of violence. 
Miss Hearst, 21, was taken to 
the Daly City home immediate­ 
ly after her abduction from her 
Berkeley, 
Calif., 
apartment. 
She told the jury she was 
placed in a closet especially 
soundproofed by her captors 


“Hostile Vessels" 


Her lawyers said it was in 
the closet 
that SLA 
leader 
Donald DeFreeze, killed later 
in a police gunbattle in Los 
Angeles with five other a s­ 
sociates, began his revolution 
ary indoctrination 


Miss Hearst testified she was 
blindfolded, threatened, sexual­ 
ly molested and abused in the 
closet. 


The apartm ent was discov­ 
ered as a “safe house” when 


the m anager noticed cock­ 
roaches coming from it. 


In 
a 
television 
interview 
Sunday, chief defense lawyer F 
Lee Bailey said Miss Hearst 
became convinced during her 
captivity she was “a walking 
dead girl” and would be killed 
by authorities if she surren­ 
dered 


Bailey said his client still was 


afraid of reprisals and told him 


at the start of the trial three 
weeks 
ago 
she 
feared 
her 
parents 
would 
be 
shot 
by 
underground supporters of the 
SLA 


Sub Collisions Listed In Report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House intelligence committee’s 
final report says U.S. nuclear 
subm arines in Soviet w aters 
have collided with nine “hostile 
vessels” in the last IO years. 
Of the collisions reported, 
five are known to have involved 
Soviet nuclear submarines — 
with both craft submerged and 
carrying either nuclear missiles 
or nuclear torpedoes 
None resulted in sinking of 
US 
submarines 
or 
serious 
injury to American crews, and 
the most reliable word availa­ 
ble was that "presumably” no 
Russian sub was sunk 


This also led to speculation 
on a number of sinkings of 
American and Soviet subma 
rines for which no completely 
satisfactory causes have been 
given 
Leaked 
segments 
of 
the 
House report — still classified 
because it contains material the 
White 
House 
did 
not 
want 
released — said of the collision 
incidents:

reconnais­ 
sance program, often operating

The report did not say so but 
it referred to a secret U S.

Brazil, 
Colombia, Costa Rica and Guatemala 
Kissinger has planned since late 1974 to go to Latin 
America, but events in the Middle East and Southeast 
Asia have stopped him until now 
Still, some Latin American leaders felt the traveling

Kissinger trip was designed in part with that in mind 
He also may make a second trip to the region to 
attend the sixth general assembly of the Organization of 
America States, to begin June IO in Santiago.

H e m a k e s c h a rg e s on the 
sam e sc a le a s other p h y sic ia n s and all m oney ab o v e his ex ­ 
penses is sen t back to th e n atio n al g o v ern m en t (incidently, he 
has n ev er receiv ed the s a la ry of $30,000 p lu s th e $12,000 bonus 
the C orps p ro m ises in th e ir a d s.) 
W hat is the N ational H ealth S erv ice C o rp s? T he national 
d irecto r H ow ard H ilton of R ockville M ary lan d w as c o n tacted by 
phone. 
P h y sician s, d en tists, 
n u rse p ra c titio n e rs, 
an d physician 
a ssista n ts can qualify u n d er th e p ro g ram . A ccording to M r. 
Hilton, th e re m ust be a d efin ite need in th e co m m u n ity an d a 
contact m ad e through th e C o m p reh en siv e H ealth P la n for th a t 
a rea In th e p a st, the p h y sic ia n had a d ra ft o b ligation to fulfill so 
he sig n ed for tw o y e a rs. N ot tru e today. 
The H ealth C orp p h y sic ia n s a re not tied to an y physician in 
the c o m m u n ity . T hey a re se n t to co v er need a n d a sh o rtag e of 
physician s in the a re a M any of th ese p h y sic ia n s a re sent to 
a reas w h ere th ere is no p h y sic ia n so in th a t c a s e , the national 
d irecto r p re fe rs assig n in g tw o physician s o r a ph y sician plus a 
nurse p ra c titio n e r so th e young d o cto r can h a v e tim e off. 
The p ro g ra m does h a v e one re q u irem en t. T he p h y sic ia n m ust 
be on a h o sp ital sta ff w ith th e hospital no m o re than 15 m iles 
aw ay. If he is a phy sician in fam ily p ra c tic e , he shall expect to 
receive co n su ltatio n an d a w elcom e from o tn e r sta ff physician s 
at th e h o sp ital so that he c a n tu rn to them fo r a d v ic e a s needed. 
He felt th a t any o rg an izatio n sponsoring th em , could receiv e a 
good p ro fit w ith all profit m a d e retu rn in g to the com m unity for 
health se rv ic e s.

This provides 
for a three-day weekend for federal and other 
governmental officials 
Especially during this Bicentennial year, 
the 
celebration of events such as this takes on a special 
meaning. 
Washington played an 
important role 
in 
the 
emergency and development of this nation At a time 
when doubts concerning the possibility of even 
making a go of a fledgling new nation began to creep 
into the minds of many persons, Washington and a 
dedicated group of others held fast their course for 
the successful operation of the United States of 
America 
From this dedication cam e a nation that continued 
to prosper and grow 
Again, 
though, the questions and doubts 
are 
beginning to enter the minds of many. Periodically 
historians have brushed the dust off old histories of 
long-gone civilizations. 
These men suggest that dem ocratic civilizations 
rarely have a life span of over 200 years. They 
carefully point out that many of the signs of decay 
that led to the downfall of the other great em pires can 
be all-to-easily seen in today’s America. 
Does history follow cycles9 Is it inevitable that 
America must follow the sam e path to a dismal future 
that would force her to take a backseat to other world 
powers? 
These are questions that should be pondered during 
this bicentennial year. More than that, however, an 
effort should be made to see what is wrong and how 
best to correct those problems. 
Washington did not take a “wait and se e” attitude. 
He possessed the talent for making quick and logical 
decisions when confronted with matters facing the 
nation he had worked so hard to form. 
This sam e characteristic —the desire to tackle a 
problem directly — is missing in today’s society 
Washington was not a perfect president. He was 
human and shared the sam e strong and weak points 
that have marked so many others throughout the 
nation's history. 
His was a sim pler time too, when the nation's 
defense did not encompass the arming against an 
attack by m issiles that could wipe out the entire 
population 


Still, he took the leadership and helped guide the 
nation to the point where he felt it could continue to 
progress 


No matter what day his birthday is celebrated on. 
George Washington has truly earned the respect of 
the nation. 


Looking back with nostalgia is fitting at this time. 
But working to continue his goals is more important, 
and no more fitting tribute to him and the many 
others who have shaped this 
nation could 
be 
fashioned.
